J. H. McLean, the famous old manufacturer 
he doctor had made his fortune In 
the curtously shaped building just around 
corner on Chestnut street, between 
and Fourth streets. He thought to 
perpetuate his name by bullding at the cor- 
ner of Fourth and Market street a structure 
that would be the city’s pride, 

To enhance its beauty and attractiveness 
he topped it with a tower and an enormous 
clock that achieved notoriety by never keep- 
ing correct time. 

After the doctor’s death the building lost 
caste. and it went stead!ly downward until 
its upper floors became a rookery. It has 
of late years been occupied by persons of 
amall means who used the former 
offices as ving rooms, and by those hav- 
ihe agencies of various Kinds. 

Murders have been coenmitted in the old 
bullding, together with suicides and other 
horrors. 

The building ts said to have cost $100,000 
have been made profitabie had 
not the old doctor died, leaving no kith or 
kin. His w'dow died shortly after his own 
decease, and an adopted son fell heir to 
the property. He eaid to be now in 
Europe.

May Bring on a Fight. 


NO REPAIRING BY JANITORS. 


IF THERE IS AN ODD JOB SOME 
UNION WORKMAN MUST 
GET IT. 


FREE BOOKS AND NO “SCABS.” 


The New Board Will Have This Slogan 
to Contend With When It 
Is Convened for Business 
September 14. 


Organized labor threatens to stop all 
work on the public school buildings of this 
city. The school authorities of Chicago are 
in a critical position. On the eve of the 
reopening day of the Windy City schools 
the labor unions ordered a strike and 
stopped all work on school buildings being 
éénstructéd or repaired. The cessation of 
work came at the most serious time of the 
year. There is not now nearly enough room 
for all the Chicago children who want to 
attend school. With uncompleted or unfit 
buildings the problem to the Board of Edu- 
cation of that city Is a most serious one. 

When the St. Louis Board of Education 
meets, on Sept. 14, it will be confronted 
with aggressive demands from organized 


labor. 

The threat is diplomatically conveyed in 
& long and vigorous communication, which 
the Building Trades Counc], through its 
secretary, H. W. Ste!nbiss, put forward to 
the board. The letter pictures in_ strong 
language the state of affairs tn Chicago 
and intimates that unless the grievances 
of organized labor are redressed the 
same heroic measures used by the Chicago 
unions will be put in force here, 

In the letter of Secretary Ste!nbiss the 


counc'!] demands that schoo! janitors must 


no longer be ailowed to make repairs to 
buildings under their charge. It is pointed 
out that many skilled artisans of Bt. 
Louis are out of work and it is urged that 
the city should give them all opportunities 
to earn bread for themselves and families.

Police officers found the missing girl 
Wednesday night at the home of Sadie 
Weiser, 2222 Clark avenue. 

As a result of the discovery, the Welser 
woman is in jail, charged with enticing a 
minor female for immoral purposes. 

Charles Cunninghaf, a butcher, employed 
by the Nelson, Morris Packing Company, 
and Jessie Wilson, are also behind the 
bars. 

According to the girl’s story, Cunningham 
has blighted her life and a warrant cover- 
ing the case stands against him. 

Wilson, who is said to be associated with 
the Weiser woman, is held as an acces- 
sory. 

Rose Dowell ts only 15 years old. ‘She is 
a vivacious girl, especially well developed 
for one of her age.

Now both are confined in the same cell, 
charged with murders of remarkable simi- 
larity and of almost equa! fiendishness. 

Marzen has been convicted and sentenced 
to be hanged. He is waiting a decision of 
the Supreme Court on his case. Luetgert 
is just eritering on a long and bitter fight 
for his life. 

Marzen was convicted of luring his friend, 
Fritz Holzheuter, into a rn back of his 
butcher shop and saloon, killing him with 
a cleaver in the darkness, robbing him, ana 
then attempting to dispose of the body by 
burning it, after saturating it with kero- 
gene. ~~. 

Marzen says he believes Luetgert is inno- 
cent, and thinks Mrs. Luetgert is now safe 
and sound near her old home in the province 
of Westphalen, Germany. 

He says this will be shown conclusively by 
the defense, and that Mrs. Luetgert may be 
brought into the court room before the trial 
is concluded.

NATIONAL BAR ASSOCIATION. 


Suggestions on the Mode of Criminal 
Procedure. 


CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 26.—There was a 
large attendance of ladies and members of 
the local bar at the meeting of the Bar 
Association in the Y. M. C. A., in 
anticipation of a discussion of the arbitra- 
tion treaty, which had been promised. It 
did noc materialize. As goon as the meet- 
ing was called to order, President Wool- 
worth introduced Gov. Griggs of New Jer- 
sey, who spoke on the necessity for unt- 
formity of law, for simplicity of procedure, 
for better legal education and for interna- 
tional arbitration. 

The Committee on Federal Code of Crim- 


inal Procedure reported that soon after 
their appointment at the last meeting of 
the American Bar Association an _  inter- 
change of views of the members of the 
committee was sought as to the best meth- 


by Congress, directly or indirectly, initiat- 
ing the forms and improvements in crimi- 
nal procedure in the Federal courts. Sug- 
gestions had been received from quite a 
number of the United States district at- 
torneys, but no report was made in view 


appointed commiss‘oners to revise and cod- 
ify the criminal and penal laws of the 
United States, under an act of Congress. 
The same committee to which was referred 
the question reported that they were of the 
opinion that it was not expedient to provide 
by law for the compensation of counsel for 
accused persons on trial In the United States 
courts In all cases, but that in case of per- 
sons indicted for crimes punishable by death 
or imprisonment for life some provision of 
law should be made for the emptoyment and 
compensation of counsel for the defense, 
such as is found in some of the State 
statutes. The Revised Statutes of the 
United States provide for the assignment of 
counsel in capital cases not exceeding two, 
as the accused may desire, but no provision 
is made for the compensation of such coun- 


sel. 

Contrary to expectations there was no dis- 
cussion on the'arbitration question, which 
came next in order. The committee had 
drafted a resolution which satisfied all dele- 
gates, of having slept on the question 
and cooled off.

THE CONTROLLING FACTOR. 


In estimating the value of wheat and 
other grain wise men will not regard the 
vagaries of the speculative market, but 
will consider the facts. The speculative 
prices may be boosted up or hammered 
down, as the interests of big traders and 
combinations may dictate, but in the 
main the law of supply and demand will 
control, 

There can be little doubt as to the facts. 
Supplementary to the estimate of Beer- 
bohm and the general reports of Euro. 
pean crop conditions, the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday published the results of the 
special investigation of the Orange Judd 
eyndicate of agricultural papers. 

Returns from the investigation indicate 
@ shortage in Europe’s supply of wheat 
amounting to not less than 300,000,000 
bushels. The shortage in rye, which is 
a staple food in Europe, is about 326,000,- 
000 bushels and the shortage in potatoes 
reaches 1,000,000,000 bushels. 

Here is a demand for millions of bush- 
els of wheat, rye and potatoes in excess 
of the surplus which America can sup- 
ply. A persistent demand, which will 
maintain the price of these products at 
a high figure and will necessarily influ- 
ence the price of all other food products, 
especially corn and oats, is thus assured. 

It is beyond the power of any prophet 
to fix the limit of the price of wheat un- 
der such a demand, but it may be sald 
on the solid basis of fact that wheat is 
worth $1 a bushel. It may be predicted 
that other food products will develop and 
maintain corresponding strength in the 
market.

Despite the efforts of the Spanish au- 
thorities in Cuba to conceal and distort 
the facts in the case of this unfortunate 
Cuban girl, they were secured by newspa- 
per correspondents and were sent out to 
be distributed and commented upon 
throughout the civilized world. 

The feeling of horror and repugnance 
at the gross injustice to which she was 
subjected was rapidly reflected from,one 
end of this country to the other. Pro- 
tests grew in volume and a movement to 
bring about her release rapidly crystal- 
lized into a petition to the Queen of 
Spain. The protest of the women of 
America has been taken up in Europe 
and the voice of Pope Leo will support 
the appeal.

Just fifty years ago the first électric pas- 


is so old that] seenger car was publicly exhibited, and the 


event occurred in Dover, N. H. Moses G. 
Farmer was the inventor and builder. 

The rails of the track were of cast fron, 
with Wooden ties. Each car was about 4 feet 
long and l'g feet wide. There were two seats 
On the passenger car and the passengers 
faced each other. The wheels were of cast 
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iron, about € inches in diameter, and had 
flanges of a little more than \% of an inch, 
being supported at the ends of a stee! axle. 
The electric current «was generated by 
forty-eight cells of a Groves battery, the 
size of each cell being of a capacity of one 
pint. 

In 1860 the cars were exhibited in the city 
of New York, and there, as elsewhera at- 
tracted considerable attention. For some 
reason, however, the principles embodied in 
this great novelty were not immediately 
seized upon by electrical engineers, and for 
many years very little progress was made 
in the art.

Reaching for Trade With South 
American Ports. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. %.—A Kansas 
City syndicate, representing the Pittsburg 
& Gulf Railroad, has secured a concession 
from the Government of the United States 
of Colombia, giving valued commercial 
privileges in the South American republic. 


This concession, which was secured 
through J. Edward Buckley, United States 

‘ce Consul at Bogota, — the right to 
navigate the Magdalena River and to built 
a railroad across the country from a point 
250 miles from the mouth of the river at 
Bogota, and thence on south through the 
whole of the country. The project also 
carries with it the establishment of a line 
of steamships from some point on the Gulf 
Coast to some of the ports of Colombia on 
the Caribbean Sea. It is the aim of the 

itteburg and Gulf to build up a profitable 
traffic between Kansas City and South 
America.

Mrs. W. J. Semelroth, made an address 
on “Music in the J’rimary Class.” She ad- 
vised teachers to selact the songs carefully 
and sing them so the children catch the 
epirit of them, She teaches her pupils fhe 
Meaning of the words, consequently they 
sing understandinely and with their hearts. 

She illustrated several songs she had 
found popular wiih the children by singing 
them to the accompaniment of a piano.

Poor old New York? 

The last prop hasbeen knocked from 
under her hopes in th® big dry goods fight 
she has been conducting against the pro- 
pressive dry goods merchants of St. Louis. 

The Western Passenger’ Association, 
through Chainman Caldwell, has notified 
the Merchants’ Association of New York 
that a reduced rate west of the Mississippi 


' cannot be granted by the roads in the Asso- 


clation. New York has the reduced rate 
east of the river, but is by this action 
practically cut off from competing with St. 
Louis for the trade of the West, and par- 
ticularly of Texas. 

The story of the fight that has been made 


is interesting. All of the merchants of St. 
Louis are greatly concerned In it, although 
it was purely a dry goods fight. 

With the advantage of favorable railroad 
rates and low water rates v.a the Guif, New 
York formerly held the trade of Texas in 
a tight egrip. 

With wonderful push and energy the dry 
goods men of St. Louis set to work six years 
azo to get this business. They have suc- 
ceeded beyond their expectations, for St. 
Louis has become the greatest distributing 
market in the world for domestics and in 
general lines of dry goods she has stocKs 

ual to the best in the United States. 

So far this epring and summer the St. 
Louis dry goods houses have sold 40 per 
cent more goods than for the same period 
of last year. 

This increase applies also to affiliated 
lines, such as shoes, hats, millinery, etc., 
for the country merchant almost invariably 
buys these lines where he gets his dry 
goods. 

New York has forever lost the Texas 
trade, though strenuous efforts were made 
to get Texas merchants to take advantage

This shrewd but unprincipled move was 
headed off by the St. Louis men, They 
sent their customers certificates in which 
they agreed to furnish free transportation 
to any merchant who would buy over $3,000 
worth of goods in this market. 

The Texas customer bought his ticket to 
St. Louls and began his purchasing. When 
ready to go home his certificate was vised 
by the Merchants’ Transportation Associa- 
tion after the aggregate amount of his 

urchases in this market had been verified. 

@ was then given free transportation 
nome and his fare this way returned to 

m. 


St. Louls merchants are holding the New 
York men’s coveted Texas trade Dy an- 
other clever scheme. The actual rate from 
St. Louis to common points in Texas is 
$1.30 a hundred. The rate from New York 
to Galveston and from there to common 
points In Texas, added to the marine in- 
surance charges, is $1.08%. That would give 
the New Yorker the advantage, but the 
four big St. Louis dry goods houses have 
stepped into the breach and guaranteed a 
rate of $1 to TeXas commom points, and 
the charge of the railroads in excess of 
this is rebated by the St. Louis dry goods 
houees. 

This cost money, but it is emterprise and 
that is what has made St. Lowis great. 

Ten Texas merchants who stopped here 
en route to New York last Saturday were 
waited on by the local dry goods houses and 
offered the advantages named above, They 
saw the point and went no further. 

One of these merchants, Mr. R. W. Hig-

eon and Stephenville, Tex., has bought 
$45.000 worth of goods here. The others have 
bought heavily.

Mr. Weeke's bi)! #s an ordinance to regu- 
late the sanitary disposition of street 
sweepings, stable manure, store rubbish, 
weeds and all othér refuse Matter now 


dumped in the river. 

The franchise is to H. W. Beldsmeter, 
and he js to maintain three plants at which 
to carry on the work, located as follows: 

One in the vicinity of Madison street, be- 
tween Broadway and the river, another at 
or near Gratiot street between Twelfth and 
the rfver. and a third in the vicinity of 
Cherokee street between Broadway and the 


river. 

Mr. Beld@*meter is required to give a bond 
of $2.00 to hold the city blameless from 
any derelictions of duty on his part, and 
his operations are to be subject to the 
direction of the Board of Health. The 
plants are to be begun six months after 
the franchise is granted, and in operation 
three months thereafter. 

Mr. Beldsmeicr said: ‘It will take con- 
siderable capital to maintain the plants, 
and a great deal to establish them. I pre- 
fer not to say who will be associated with 
me in the business, but if we didn’t think 
we could make it pay we wouldn't touch it, 
I prefer not to discuss my plans until 
get the franchise, which is to run for 
twenty-five years.”’ 

Col. Ed Butler, asked by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter what he thought of the Weeke 
bill, said: “It is similar to a great many 
that have preceded it. There is a fortune 
in that scheme. For years I have been try- 
ing to organize a company with $1,000,000 
capital to do the same thing, but have been 
unable to do go. 

“The Weeke ordinance, if it becomes a 
law, will in no way conflict with the St. 
Louls Sanitory Works. 

“Positively, I have no Interest in the 
schéme, and won't have unless the people 
behind it prove to me they have money. 
Hereafter when I go into a scheme the 
other fellow has got to put up the money. 
I will furnish abundant experience. 

“The three plants mentioned in the ordl- 
nance can not be put in proper operation 
for less than $300,000, Therefore there must 
be big money behind this scheme. The 
refuse meant in the ordinance makes the 
best of fertilizer, worth not less than $5 a 
ton, and there is a ready demand for it. 
My idea was to have five stations or plants 
near freight depots where we could bale the 
stuff and ship it to farmers. 

“IT am left out on this deal. In fact, I've 
got as much as I can attend to anyhow.”

He 
is a better man than Peter Jackson in the 
latter's best days and that means that he 
is good enough to make a stand off with 
any of the heavyweights of the present 
day. I have had him spar with Choynski 
and he easily holds his own with Joe. 
“Armstrong has youth, weight and height 
at his back. He stands six feet four inches 
in his stock'ng feet, is of greyhound build, 
and yet will welgh nearly two hundred 
pounds. He is quick as Lghtning on his 
feet, has a great reach and is the gamest 
black man I ever saw. 

“Pretty soon I will issue a challenge for 
him to fight any man in the world, and 
the challenge will be backed up by a pretty 
piece of money.

He 
hurt Jockey Garner badly, but he rode the 
horse in the race and finished second. 

The same day at Harlem, Rose Riley fell. 
She was in the first race, and acted badly 
at the post, finally running to the. turn, 
where she went into the paddock fence with 
great force, throwing the boy over the fence 
oing herself permanent injury.

| Simmons fell. His fall was peculiar. He had

Just as he* got under the 
wire third he felk Jockey Warren went over 
his head, turned a somergault and then 
rolled several yards.

For quick fires that in the three-story 
brick building at the northwest corner of 
Ninth and Markets streets Thursday morn- 
ing breaks the record. 

When Patrolman Hanrahan, who was 
standing on the opposite corner at 3 o'clock, 
first saw the fire the glare showed only 
faintly through two of the rooms on the 


second floor. He turned in an alarm, but be- 
fore the last bell had sounded the flames 
had broken from the windows on the sec- 
ond floor, climbed to the third story of the 
building and were shooting skywards. 

After they got on the scene the work of 
the firemen was faster than the progress of 
the fire. The flames burned out the thin 
partitions on the upper two stories and 
the floor between the second and third and 
destroyed a lot of furniture stored in the 
building. The loss on all was not over $i,- 
000. 

The fire started on the second floor, where 
John Ferguson had stored the furniture and 
carpets he had used in the Grand Hotel, 
at Ninth and Chestnut streets. He gave 
up his lease on the hotel a few months ago. 

No one knows the cause of the fire. It 
caught in a pile of mattresses and sofas, 
and the remainder of the furniture was de- 
stroyed before the firemen arrived. Fer- 
guson’s loss is $2,000; insured for $1,000. 

The loss on the building, which belongs to 
Warren Hilton, is $4,000, fully insured. 

No one slept on the second or third floors. 
The ground floor was occupied by A. W. 
Schrick & Co., saloon; M. L. Franklin, 
dental specialties; A. A. King & Co., elec- 
trical repairs , and as branch headquarters 
of the Salvation Army. 

Water leaked down into these stores and 
caused small damage. 

All the Chinamen living in Hop alley, half 
a square away, turned out to see the fire. 
It was something new to some of them 
and they ran around, jabbering at each 
other and saw the fire from every point of 
view. They stayed on the scene until the 
hose had been picked up by the firemen and 
the last reel had rolled away.

WHEAT JUMPS AT CHICAGO. 


September Option Goes Up 5 3-4c Over 
Wednesday’s Close. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 26.—Shorts in September 
wheat were evidently badly rattled at the 
opening on ’Change to-day. When the bell 
sounded for the opening of the day’s ses- 
sion, a perfect roar went up and bids for 
September ranged from 98%¢c to $1.00 at the 
Same moment in different parts of the pit, 
and inside of ten minutes the prices had 
been bid up to $1.034%. This was 6%c above 
yesterday’s close. It was but another illus- 
tration of the strength of the September 
bull pool, the power put into the “squeeze’’ 
being emphasized by the routine news. 
Very little September came on to the mar- 
ket until the high mark had been reached, 
but it was let go of in liberal quantities 
there and a reaction to 99c followed. The 
price then recovered to $1. Considerable 
more December wheat changed hands than 
September. It opened at from 945@c to S4%c, 
an advance of 1%@1%c and sold up to 9c 
during the tumult in September. Then it 
reacted to $4%c. The strength of December 
outside of the influence the ad- 
vance in the September had. on it, 
came from the higher cables, light 
Northwest receipts, only 196 cars being 
reported at Minneapolis and Duluth, com- 
pared with a year ago and from the 
foreign crop reports, Paria advices esti-

THREE CHINESE WOMEN FROM 
‘FRISCO CAUSE A COMMOTION 
AMONG LOCAL CHINKS. 


Three full-blooded Chinese women were 
in St. Louls Wednesday afternoon and even- 
ing and created a great sensation among 
the Chinamen of Hop alley and vicinity, 

The women were Mrs. Sing, Mrs. Tom and 
Mrs. Wing, wives of Chinese merchants in 
San Francisco. With their husbands they 
were en route to New York. 

In this city the merchants had some bus!- 
ness to transact and they put in the after- 
noon at the wholesale stores, while their 
wives went out to see the town. They 
saw some of it and wound up in Charley 
Wo's Chinese restaurant, on Highth street. 

On the streets the women attracted no 
end of attention and every man and woman 
who passed them turned around to have an- 
other look. 

The women were quite small, all being 
less than four feet tall. They were young, 
the eldest not over 30. The youngest, Mrs. 
Tom, scarcely looked 2. They were dressed 
alike, in black silk skirts with striped silk 
shirt waists, and each wore a jaunty sallor 
straw hat. Their faces were covered with 
light, transparent veils, and they looked 
like American women except their feet. They 
wore Chinese shoes that pinched their lit- 
tle feet and compelled them to mince their 
steps and amble along the sidewalks, 

They alighted from a Forest Park car at 
Sixth and Chestnut streets and with bags 
of fruit under their arms went mincing and 
chattering up Market street, paying no at- 
tention to the looks they were attracting. 

A moment before their appearance Fighth 
street was as quiet as usual. A few Chinks 
sat on the curbings or on the Ddanister rails 
in front of the Chinese groceries and 
smoked their pipes. In Hop alley they sat 
on the door steps and smoked, It was 5:30 
o’clock in the afternoon, and work was 
done. 

As soon as those women turned the cor- 
ner of Eighth and Market there was a 
great commotion. Pigtails flew through the 
air as the heads of the'r wearers turned to 
get a look at the spectacie. Every China-

The result of Spec'al Treasury Agent 
Chamberlain's raid on the Chinese was 
unsatisfactory, not only because over fif- 
ty Chinamen without papers escaped, but | 
one of the principal objects of the raid was 
not accomplished. 

Of course the Government was anxious to 
deport all Chinamen who did not have pa- 
pers showing their lawful residence in this 
country, but it also hoped to capture the 
ringleaders of an organized company that 
has been smuggling their countrymen into 
the United States 

A careful investigation of the increase of 
Oriental population gince the enactment of 
the Geary law has been made by Special 
Treasury Agent Scharff of New York. He 
made the startling report to the Secretary 
of the Treasury that Chinese at the rate 
of 600 per week were being smuggled into 
the United States. 

Th‘s alarming report prompted Secretary 
Gage to place most of the Treasury agents 
at work on the matter. Special Agents | 
Chamberlain and Scharff went to work on 
the New York end of the cage. 

Dhey discovered that a company was in 
existence with agents in China. This com- 
pany’s sole business was to smuggle Chi- 
namen into the United States. The Treas- 
ury agents found that béfore leaving China 
the Celestial who desired a residence in the 
United States paid the compf&ny'’s agent 
there $500 in cash. After that he was han- 
dled by the company as a piece of freight. 
His fare was paid across the Pacific Ocean, 
and at Victoria, B. C., $0 was paid to the 
British Government for landing him there. 

Then the Chinaman was carried on the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad to any one of a 
dozen points on the St. Lawrence River. 
Chamberlain and Scharff discovered that 


along the Canadian bank of the river are 
a score of boatmen who row the contra- 
band Chinamen across the river and land 
them at an unfrequented point on the New 
York side of the river. he boatmen re- 
ceive $100 fur each Chinaman taken across 
the stream. They run many risks of being 
captured and prosecuted,

man jumped to his feet. Chinamen seemed 
to spring from everywhere. The basements 
emptied themselves. Chinamen, half-breed 
women and half-breed children ran out to 
Eighth street from either side of the alley, 

The Empress of China couldn't have re- 
ceived a greater ovation -than did. those 
three little Chinese women.- The Chinks 
took off their hats. They bowed low. 
There was a broad grin upon every face. 
They had seen half-breed women in Bt. 
Louis, but nothing like these, 

The Chinks didn’t follow the women. 
They merely bowed, smiled, gazed and 
stood uncovered, crowding each other for 
a better view. 

One of the women asked a smiling China- 
man something. He. bowed and jabbered 
and trotted away in front of the ladies. 
When he arrived at the steps leading up- 
stairs to Charley Wo’s restaurant, he 
stopped and pointed up. The women 
thanked him in Chinese and went upstairs. 
There they met their husbands and had 
dinner. The dishes are unpronounceable. 
Rice was a principal ingredient in many of 
them. They ate fruit all during the meal 
and were in the restaurant for two hours. 

During that time all the windows in the 
houses across the street commanding a view 
of the dining-room were crowded. Four or 
five Chinese heads stuck out of each. Those 
down on the sidewalks hung around the 
restaurant entrance to see the party come 
out. Many got hungry and went into the 
restaurant in arder to be near them. 

The visiting Chinese created as much ex- 
citement when they came out. 

It will be a long time before the St. Louis 
Chinamen forget the visit of those three 
women or how they looked. 


From the St. Lawrence the smuggled 
Chinamen drift slowly down through New 
York State so as not to attract attention. 
When New York ts reached the New York 
agents of the company ship the Chinese to 
interior towns. 

These discoveries of the treasury agents 
preceded the discovery that the principal 
members of the company were located in 
Buffalo, N. Y., and St. Louis. 

Mr. Scharff remained in New York City 
to keep an eye on operations in Mott street, 
while Mr. Chamberlain went to Buffalo. 

Ten days ago in Buffalo Mr. Chamberlain 
descended on the Chinese settlement. He 
found two Chinamen who admitted being 
smuggled into the country. They were 
taken to San Francisco and put on board a 
ship for China. 

Mr. Chdmberlain was confident that Buf- 
falo was one of the headquarters of the 
company, but the operations of the com- 
pany were so secret that there was little 
hope of capturing the members or convict- 
ing them if caught. 

He hoped for better success in St. Louis 
and came here. He was furnished by Chief 
Harrigan with the address of every China- 
man in the city and his business, so far as 
the police could ascertain. 

Then followed the raid, in which thirteen 
were found without residence papers, and 
were locked up. But not the least informa- 
tion could be found concerning the company. 

Mr. Chamberlain learned that the company 
had no office and kept no tell-tale books, 
ret to smuggle 600 Chinamen something like 
300,000 every week is handled, 

Mr. Chamberlain bellevea that the only 
way to break up the illegal traffi@ is to 
continue raiding Chinese settlements in 
every city and town and demanding papers 
from every Chinaman, as has already been 
done in Buffalo and 8t. Louis.

Chicago—In some ways trade was fairly 
good. With extremely low stocks all of- 
ferings made by millers are quickly ab- 
sorbed. As a rule bakers hold light stocks, 
and the supposition is that when values be- 
come more settied trade will be much bet- 
ter. Exporters claim so little winter flour 
is offered them, and at such prices that 
they are unable to make sales. Feed has 
gone sky-high and is scarce, w'th the de- 
mand good. 

Milwaukee—Flour was much inquired 
for, though sales were not Over moderate.

Heavy Shipments From Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 2%.—Shipments of grain 
from the port of Chicago are the heaviest 
in the history of the lake trade. The ele- 
vator companies have been in the market 
for several days ahd are taking about all 
the boats in sight. Many craft that up to 
this time have been engaged almost en- 
tirely in the iron ore trade are being di- 
verted to the grain trade. Clearances at 
the Custom-house for the twenty-four hours

half a million bushels of other grains.

John Cella Fired Five Bullets 
at a Man Known tothe Pol- 
ice Only as Gibson. 


THEY FOUGHT ABOUT A WOMAN. 


GIBSON RAN UP THE STREET AND 
THE POLICE SAY HE CARRIED 
A BULLET WITH HIM. 


BUT THEY CAN’T FIND GIBSON. 


Bessie Beck Says the Shooting Took 
Place in Front of Her House, 
but She Refuses to Tell 
Any of the Details. 


The police of the Seventh District are baf- 
fied by a mysterious shooting on Laclede 
avenue, between Compton and Leonard ave- 
nues, at 10 o'clock Wednesday night. 

John Cella fired five shots ata man named 
Gibson. The police say that at least one 
of the shots took effect. Cella was ar- 
rested half an hour after the shooting. 

Gibson ran west after being shot and the 
police have been unable to locate him. 
They know nothing of his identity, further 
than that a saloonkeeper at Laclede and 
Compton avenues says his name is Gibson. 


Cella is a saloonkeeper on Leffingwell ave- 
nue, between Olive and Pine streets. 

The police report gays that the men fought 
about Mrs. Lessie Beck of 3221A Laclede 
avenue. 

A reporter called at that number Thurs- 
day morning. A ring at the bell was an- 
swered by a tall, well-formed blonde, about 
$4 years o'd. She said Mrs. Beck lived next 
door. She knew nothing about the trouble 
that occurred in front of her house, save 
that five shots were fired. 

At that moment Mrs. Beck came to the 
door. She is tall and siender, with hair as 
black as coal and black eyes that sparkle 
and tlash. 

Asked about the affair Mrs. Beck said she 
had nothing to say. 

‘hen told that the police had reporte! 
that the fight was about her, her black eyes 
flashed as she vehemently denied what the 
police said. 

“The men met in front of my door,” she 
said. “I merely spoke to Mr. Gibson and he 
did not even come in, I started up-stairs and 
then heard the shots. I do not know how 
many shots were fired, nor do I know that 
Mr. Cella fired them. My back was turned 
and I could not see. Yes, | am acquainted 
with both Mr. Gibson and Mr. Celia. I do 
not know where either of them live.”’ 

The blonde said: ‘“‘Bessie knows nothing 
about that shooting. She had been s.tting 
on the stone steps, but etarted upstairs 
before the shots were fired. \e don’t want 
anyth ng in the papers about this and will 
fay no more about it.” 

An elderly woman stepped from 38221 and 
assured the reporter she knew nothing 
about the affair. She declined to g:ve her 
name, as did also the blonde. 

Inquiry in the neighborhood developed the 
fact that the blonde ts Mre. Henry Carter, 
living upstairs at 3221A. The elderly wo- 
man is Mrs. Whitmer, living at 3221 Laclede 
avenue. 

The three were asked who Gibson 's. They 
replied in unison: “‘Ask the police.” 

Then they slammed the door and entered 
the house. 

The neghbors between Compton and 
leonard avenues were excited over the oc- 
ourrence, but knew but little about it. The 
first any of them heard or saw was when 
the firing began. 

They rushed to the street and saw Cella 
standing in front of the flat, with hig re- 
volver smoking in his hand. Gibson was 
apr.nting west on Laclede avenue, 

Policemen from the Seventh District Sta- 
tion arrived a few minutes after the shoot- 
ing. They arrested Cella. He declined to 
make a statement. 

The policemen questioned the women and 
neighbors, and jearn:ng nothing took Cella 
to the station. He was released on bgnd 
to appear in the Police Court and answer 
the charwe of discharging firearms. 

When Capt. Boyd learned this he was net- 
tled and said a more serious charge should 
have been preferred. He said Gibson. may 
have been seriously wounded. He put special 
per to work on the case, but at noon 

ad not discovered the wounded man. 

Cella was seen at the Four Courts on 
Thursday morning. He positively declined to 
make a statement. ‘My case will be tried in 
the courts and you can get the news there,”’ 
he said, “I will not answer any of your ques- 
tions.’’ 

When Cella appeared before Judge Pea- 
body his case was continued for a week.

The Great Murder Mystery 
Has Been Cleared Up After 
a Quarter of a Century. 


A DYING MAN’S CONFESSION. 


CAPT. CARROLL OF NEBRASKA, 
ONE OF THE PURSUERS, 
TELLS THE STORY AT LAST. 


WILLIAM AND KATE KILLED. 


Old Mrs. Bender Was Permitted to Es- 
cape by the Posse and John 
Afterward Committed 
Suicide in Texas. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ATCHISON, Aug. 26.—Among the great 
crimes of Kansas history were the murders 
committed by the Bender family in Mont- 
gomery County in 1873. The crimes of the 
Benders attracted national attention at the 
time, and there has always been a mystery 
about what became of them, which, if the 
confession of a dying man can be believed, 
is now cleared up. 

A great many people will no doubt re- 
member the circumstances. William Bender, 
his wife, and son, John Bender, and daugh- 
ter, Kate Bender, lived In a small house a 
few miles from Independence, Kan., where 
travelers frequently stopped for food and_ 
shelter for the night. During those perilous 
and exciting days men might disappear and 
months pass before any attention was pald 
to it. The country was new, and communica- 
tion with the outside world was irregular. 

If a traveler, who leoked as if he had 
money, sat down at the table, he was di- 
rected to a chair placed in such a manner | 
that the guest's head would be against a/| 
curtain which presumably divided off a bed- | 
room from the dining-room. Kate Bender, | 
who was only about 21 years of age, would | 
then take a large ax and strike the stranger 
a terrible blow on the head from behind the 
curta'n. He would then be thrown through 
a trapdoor into a deep pit dug for the pur- 
pose, and his pockets rifled. After taking 
all the money from the pockets, the body 
would be buried in the garden. |
